He at the 
time had in mind his fourth son, 
Prince August Wilhelm, but as he 
has since become engaged to be 
married, «the Kaiser apparently de- 
cided that Prince Oscar, who will be 
19 years old in July, shoulld be the 
one to receive the advantages of « 
thoroughly — democratic university 
training.

He willl go to America 
in time for the opening of the next 
college year in September. He is 
now an undergraduate of Bonn 
university.

THE UNIVERSITY LOCATION. Too many politicians have been car- 


The location of the provincial uni- 
versity in the city of Strathcona, the 
home of the Minister of Education, 
di? not come as a very great surprise, 
us it has been mooted for some time 
that the Premier's city was to be the 
fortunate locality in this particular. 
No doubt some of Calgary’s citizens 
are somewhat disappointed, but in 
the natural order of things they could 
hardly expect the university to be so 
far removed from the capital, That 
the seat of the Department of Edu- 
cation should be near the university 
site is very important, and no city 
had anything in the nature of a 
aim that could outweigh advantages 
that would help the efficiency of Al- 
berta’s chief institution of learning. 

So far as Edmonton is concerned, 
she is quite content to see her sister 
city secure the university, as in its 
location across the river it is not any 
further removed from the capital than 
if in some outside location in this 
city, Strathcona is as near the geo- 
graphical centre of the province as 
it is possible to locate this important 
institution, and besides it is in the 
centre of a district that will be dense- 
ly populated in a few years, and 
which now contains a very large agri- 
cultural population, as shown by the 
recent census. And the kind of agri- 
cultural population around Strath- 
kind from which in other 
parts of Canada a large proportion of 
successful university students have 
been drawn. 

Strathcona is also easy of access to 
ell parts of the prov- 
ince, From the south they come up 
the C. and E. railway, and from what 
will be one of the most populous sec- 
tions of Alberta, they can come into 
the university city over the Grand 
Trunk Pacific. The Canadian North- 
ern line from the east will also serve 
to give the students from Vegreville, 
Vermilion, Lloydminster and other 
eastern towns, an easy means of tra- 
vel to and from the seat of learning. 
The Grand Trunk Pacific will also 
bring in students from the fertile 
lands in the great northwest country, 
and the boys and girls from the 
northern and western parts, will be 
served by the C. N. R. 

The new C. P. R. line to be pro- 
jected from Camrose to Strathcona 
will be another public servant in this 
capacity, from which it will be seen 
that from the point of convenience 
no better possible selection could have 
been made,
